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INTRODUCTION 



The neo-babyloniau Business Docaments or BO-called 
contiact-literstTiTe extends over n period from the time 
of Bennacherib down to the latest period of cuneiform- 
writing '). The great political revolutions of that whole 
epoch, especially the termination of Assyrian rule over 
Babylon *) and the capture of that city hy Oyma (539 
B. G.) did not exert any noteworthy influence upon this 
kind of Babylonian literature. I have restricted myself 
in the present volume to business documents written 
before the Persian domination '), since the editors of 
the Btudy Series have reserved a separate volume for 
documents of the Persian period. 

JuL&e Oppbet *) was the first Assyriologist to devote 
himself to the study of neo-babylonian business doeu-

The first publication of a large 
collection wbb undertaken by J. N, Btbabbmaisk who, 
in the year 1885, edited 181 documents of the neo- 
babylonian period *), The greater part of this collection 
he re-edited in an elaborate series (1887 — 1897) in 
which he published altogether abont 3000 neobabylonian 
business documents ^). An exhaustiye study of the first 
volumes of this work led F. E, Pbibbb to the publi- 
cation of similar texts of the Berlin Museum •). Pbibbb 
laid the foundation for the interpretation of neo-baby- 
lonian business documents by famishing, in addition 
to the autograph copies, a complete traBsliteration and

At about the same time E.. L. TiiiLgnsT ') compiled 
a g^loBsary containing the words of the texts which up 
to that time had been published by STBABaHAiBS, while, 
in addition to his former treatises, F.El. PsiSBBpablished a 
collection of selected transliterated and translated texts in 
the 4^1 volume of E. 8cheaj)ek'b KeUtntehriftUcke BihUo- 
thek *). In collaboration with Professor Kohlsr of Berlin, 
he also issued a Taloable series of studies entitled „Aui 
dem Baiylonitchen Rechttleben" *) in which the business 
documents are arranged according to their juridical con- 
tents. Other treatises based upon Stba86SUJbb'b texts are 
those of ZBHNFrnFi) *), Dbuoth *), Zibuxb *) and Uabx ^.

The neo-babylonian business 
documents preservBd in the Berlin Huseum have been 
published by the present writer in the „ Vorderanatueie 
Schrifldenkmaler" *) III— VI. 

The present collection of neo-babylonian business 
docaments has, in accordance with the general puiposes 
ot the Semitic Study Series, been prepared primarily 
for the use of beginners. This will justify occasional 
emendations and reetoratioaB of cormpt and defective
